An unprecedented raise in the lev­ 
el of water in the Mississippi, the 
like of which has not been witnessed 
at this time of the year for a d e - j 
cade, has raised the stage of water 
from four-tenths of a foot to three I 
feet and four-tenths in four days. 
Wednesday the rise amounted to six- • 
tenths of a foot in twenty-four hours. 
Yesterday the river remained sta­ 
tionary for twenty-four hours, but it; 
is considered that the- slight rains j 
of yesterday afternoon will serve to I 
either keep the water at its present I 
, level, or to cause a slight raise. 
The consequence

all the sloughs and lakes for miles j 


I up and down the river full to the 
banks with water. Running Slough, 
Pine creek, and the lakes over near 
La Crescent are reported to bo full i 
of water w hich has backed up from j 
the main channel. The river itself is 
much wider, 
and 
many sandbars 
which have been exposed practical­ 
ly all summer are now submerged. 
Black IU ver A lso in F lood 
The current is also 
much .more 
1 more swift. This is partly the effect 
of the high water. In Black river the 
same conditions prevail. The river is 
full from bank to bank, and the cur­ 
rent is swifter than usual. At Ham­ 
mond Chute, where a great part of 
the water flows into the Mississippi, 
the current is so strong, and there 
is such a volume of water coming 
through, that it is a hard matter to 
pull a boat against it. 
At the Hatfield dam of the La 
Crosse W ater Power company, thir­ 
ty-five feet of the dam is covered 
with water. 
The cause of the high stage of the 
Mississippi has also had its effect on 
other rivers tributary. The Wiscon­ 
sin river is in a state of flood, and 
water is standing in the streets of 
many towns along its banks. 
Reports from Wabasha and other 
points farther north indicates that 
the rise is general, and farther south 
the same conditions prevail. It is ex­ 
pected th at the high stage of the wa­ 
ter will continue for at least a week.
